Washington, Nov. 7. — Following Is 
an extract from a letter received by 
Sanor Quewda from Ovntral Oomtz, 
written Oct tO: 

"I have full confidence in the solemn 
promises made by the congress of 
Washington, and for that reason I do 
not have any (ear as to the ladepend- 
ene« ot Cuba. Bom* tlmo most alapse 
before our Ideal will be reallied; but 
after Bo many struggles and privations 
wa can wait a little longer. 

"Tb« military occupation by the 
United BtatM la to a certain extent 
I nacauary to prapara and hurry the 
I eraouatloa of the Spanish and to. bring 
about harmony among the dlitarant 
(actors In Cuban politics. 

"During this military occupation tbb 
rapubUcan soTamiaant will ba organ- 
ised. Ite daoMons will be Anally ac- 
cepted by all; order will reign every- 
where. Those who speak now of an- 
nexation try to satisfy, above all, their 
spite by propagating unfounded fears 
as to personal sacnrlty and prWate 
property. The final sneeess o( our 
struggle has required necessary de- 
struction of property which the enemy 
used to its advantage, but we have 
nsTar attacked individuals. The strug- 
gle againat Spain it now ended; we 
commence now a more delicate and 
difficult task — namely, to make our re- 
publican political system triumph and 
to reconstruct the country. 

"It is not an easy labor, and all men 
who lore thalr country ahoald eon- 
tribute to It; for that reason I can not 
retire now, notwithstanding my 61 
years. Most of the ofHcera and sol- 
diers went into the field obeying my 
orders; I can not abandon them until 
their (uture Is assured. They have 
lost everything they had, they have a 
right to some compensation, and above 
all to their salaries; the new govern- 
ment must sacur* them. The disband- 
mant can nol oeenr until the Span- 
lards hara aTaenated; my men can 
not be abandoned without bread or 
work to the mercy of their enemies. A 
solution could be found, perhaps, in 
the plan which the American govern- 
ment Is said to have o( eraatlng a na- 
tive civil guard formed In the majority 
of Cuban soldiers. This organization 
would offer the advantage of not ex- 
posing the American troops to the 
deadly climate o( the island, and at 
the same time would employ peo- 
ple who know the country thorough- 
ly. In the meanwhile and until the 
evacuation occurs food must be pro- 
vided (or my soldiers. 

"The evacuation should ba as rapid 
as possible, and afterwards eTerything 
will be arranged, for the American 
government will fulfill its moral 
pledges to us. Some have tried to 
make us suspicious so as to bring 
abont troubla, bnt be(ora doubting of 
the good (alth e( the American people 
wa must wait (or acte which shall give 
tlM lia to thei r soleyji p ladga."

Room Wrecked.

Washington. Nov. 7. — The United 
Stataa raprama court room, located 
near the canter of tha Capitol, is 
wrecked, the valuable library connect- 
ed with it seriously damaged, and 
many of the valuable records of the 
court filed away in vaults beneath 
that portion of the Capitol hava been 
destroyed. This is tha result of an 
explosion of gas, which occurred Intka 
sub-basement of the Capitol Just be- 
neath the supreme court room. 

Tha explosion destroyed the flooring 
and antraaoa to .tha room Immediately 
below the supreme court room, and 
the Are which followed communicated 
at once to the law library and the su- 
preme court room. Except for a small 
flame of burning gas the flre had been 
extinguished at 7:30. The exploaion 
destroyed thte lighting apparatus in 
the immediate vicinity, and because of 
the darkness it is difficult to learn the 
exact damage. Those about the build- 
ing at the time of and immediately 
after the explosion all agree that it 
came from gas, though there Is a dif- 
ference of opinion as to what caused 
it. An engineer In thi' Imllding stated 
that a gas meter bad exploded. An- 
other ofllclal steted that he understood 
a small gas angina used in running 
the private elevator for the members 
of the supreme court was located in 
the vaults and that the explobion 
came from it, but the most plausible 
statement is that in tha vaulte where 
the records are stored gas lete contin- 
ually burn. 

It is believed that one of these Jets 
blew out from a draught and that the 
gas aseapad from it until the tightly 
elosad vault had been flllad with gas, 
which, percolating through cracks, 
reached a lighted Jet, thus causing the 
explosion. 

An examination of the lower portion 
of tha building shows that the force 
of tha axploalon was terrlflc. Doors 
and windows are blown out. and In 
many places there are large crarks in 
the underpinning of the walls. A 
statement, which the conditions do not 
permit of belnc substantiated at this 
time, was made that several of tha 
supporting columns to the main en- 
trance to the building are six inches 
out of plumb. There Is no doubt that 
many valuable papers and documents 
have been permanantly destroyed, and 
their value from a money standpoint 
can not be estimated. 

The flre engines attracted an Im- 
mense throng to the plaza where our 
presidents are inaugurated, and the 
news of tha flra spread rapidly 
throughout tha cltjr. As a matter of 
precaution engines nra still pumping 
water Into the library, the supreme 
ef>urt room and the sub-basement, but 
no flre is visible. Twenty thousand 
dollars had just baan expended in im- 
proving the suprama court room.

Some 25 
men were working under the collapsed 
parte of the structure. Sfflreely any 
of these have cpr;:p>^d InjTiry. The 
bodies of six dead nirn hrive already 
been recovered. Several others are 
fatally injured. The side wall of the 
4-story structure is bulging threaten- 
ingly. The hospital ambulances are 
busy carrying away the dead and the 
wif'cked theater la surrounded by a 
great crowd of people. The new build- 
ing is owned by the Barbour estate, it 
is situated on Monroa avanua, adjoin- 
ing the Detroit Opara Hooaa and op- 
posite the City hall. 

A atnb nt Olab Moa. 

London, Nov. 7.— Tha stetemant of 

Ernest Terah Hooley, the bankrupt 
company promoter, during the bank- 
ruptcy examination brought forth a 
crop of disclaimera from titled and 
other gantlaman, whoaa participation 
In his proflts. according to Mr. Hoo- 
ley's evidence, was In no wise credit- 
able. Mr. Hooley's revelation regard- 
ing the Carlton club and the part play- 
ed by the Marquis ot Abargavaony and 
Sir William Marriott has caused 
qualms among the club men. His 
BtatemrntB give the key to the mean- 
ing of a pp.ragraph in Mr. Henry Ka- 
bouchere's Truth, setting forth that a 
former millionaire was about to ex- 
pose the committee of a great Wast 
End club, which, having accepted mbU- 
ey to secure his election to member- 
ship, had his name erased from the 
books without returning the au>n-«y, 
when ha was adjudicated a bankrupt. 

Mural Victory For T'iniiatance. 

London, Nov. 7. — The tsmperanee 
party won a moral vietory this week 
In Bttecklng the sale of intoxicants 
within the houses of parliament, which 
Is In the anonomalous position of 
breaking the laws made by its mem- 
bers. The action was an appeal from 
the decision of a maglatrata. who h Id 
that the licensing aet did not apniy 
to the houses of parliament and the ap- 
peal court practically admitted that 
the magistrate's decision waa wrong, 
in view of the present state of the 
licensing law. Bnt tha court dismiss- 
ed the appeal on a technical point. 
The lord chief Justice. Baron Russell 
of Killowen, however, recommends 
parliament to pass a bill legalizing its 
position. 

An Englnnrr'! SlUhap. 

Alliance, O., Nov. 7. — Joseph Des- 
mond, fireman on a Pltteburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago locotmotive draw- 
ing a fast passenger train near Colum- 
biana. O., suddenly dtscovered that En 
gineer W. H. Sourbeck was not at his 
post, nor on the engine. The flreman 
promptly stopped the train. Conduc 
tor Holloway ordered the train run 
back and Engineer Sourbeck was 
found lying unconscious with his skull 
badly fraetured. His injurioK will like- 
ly prove fatal. It is thought he climb- 
ed out upon the running board and los- 
ing his balance fell to the ground. 

4npan Will Iiiventlsata. 
Seattle. Wash., Nov. 7.— The Japan 
ese- govammant is taking fteps to de- 
termine for certainty whether or not 
the Emperor of China is alive. Accord- 
ing to advices received here by the 
Japanese mall steamer Rlojun Maru. 
Minister Tao has been dispatched to 
Peking, with instmctions to demand 
s personal Interview with the emperor. 
If refused, the Japanese government 
will consider Knung dead. That the 
reform movement may be given back- 
ing, the Japanese are going to assem- 
ble a fleet ot war vesaals as soon as 
posaibla.

Havana, Nov. 7. — General Luque, 
Spanish military governor of the Hol- 
guin division, on leaving Qlbara for 
Spain wrote, it Is understood, to Cap- 
tain General Blanco to the effect that 
Qlbara, prior to the American occupa- 
tion, had been governed in an orderly 
fashion by the Cubans, who had named 
municipal oflleiala whose sober direc- 
tion of affairs commandad tba raapaei 
of the Spanish. 

But when the Americans entered the 
town Colonel Ray, according to the 
report of Oeneral Luque's letter, tore 
the Cuban flag down from all:the pub- 
lic buildings, trampled on It, iiMely in- 
sulted the Cubans and allowed- bis men 
to indulge in drunken carousals. When 
the Spanish troops were embarking, 
wrote General Luque, some 4,000 Cu- 
bans lined the road along which the 
evaruatlng Spaniards, with Ltique at 
their head, marched to the wharf. The 
Spaniards raised the cheer, "Viva Es- 
pana!" which was lustily answered by 
tha Cubans as a direct affront to th« 
Americans, after which the Cubans re- 
tired to a place called Bujari, near Gi- 
bara, where they fortified themselves, 
"defying American authority." This 
Is generally reported as tha tenor ot 
Luque's note. 

Bl Dlarlo de la Marina publishes a 
fierce editorial attack upon the United 
States, declaring that "the whole coun- 
try is goyamad by mm and Ignor* 
ance."

Arrived here In steamer Merrltt with all 
the crew of the Infanta Maria Teresa, 
abandoned In heavy nortlisastws Nov, t.

Upon the receipt of the news the 
naval ofBcers attached to the naviga- 
tion burean Immediately consulted the 
chsrte to locate tha scene of the disas- 
ter. 

The first glance satisfied them that 
the last ^ad been seen of the ill-fated 
Maria Teresa. As near as they could 
calculate the vessel lies in about S.600 
fathoms of water, or nearly three 

miles. 

The location is about 235 miles dis- 
tant from Nassau. At the time the 
Teresa sunk she waa about 310 miles 
distant from Caimanera. the port from 
which she sUrtad a little over, two 
days before.

Matsvilli, Ky.. Nov. 3.— The drift is 
tbe Democratic way in the Nipth con- 
gressional distriet, but on the da^of elec- 
tion .Mr. Mordecai Williams will he met 
with money and a superior organisation. 
Were the politicians to keep their money 
in their pockets Mr. Williams, beyond a 
doubt, would win by ^tX) or 1,000 ma- 
jority. He will have no money in the 
race, except $100, or a trifle more, raised 
in several of the stronger Democratic 
counties, while Mr. Pugh will have man? 
thousands, raised from aasaaamtnts on 
revenue employes in the diatrict and 
from his and Jndge Moff. Thomaa' poeii* 
ets. 

Yet with ail bis campaign money, the 

chances are probably against Congress- 
man Pugh's reelection. An investigation 
reveals the fact that he baa made the 
shrewdest fight possible under tbe exist- 
ing conditions, while Mr. Williams has 
permitted bis campaign ' * * to take 
care of itself, in extenuation of which the 
excuse is offered that he has been unfor- 
tunate in having dangerous sickness in 
his family for many weelu. If he wins it 
will be because the natural drift this year 
is his way. It is believed by the Repub- 
licans that a Congressman's salary for 
two years would be enough to cbeoic this 
drift, and the question is, will .Mr. Pugh 
and his rich tather-in-law put up $7,000 
or $8,000, the impreasion iMing that $2,000 
or $;?,000 has been contributed by Gov- 
ernment employes in the district. There 
is aoma atrong evidence of this. Ten 
days ago one of the officials in Collector 
Comingore's office went toCynthianaand 
several other Ninth-district towns. To a 
Stranger with whom he fell into conver- 
sation on the train he confided his busi- 
ness, saying that his special mission was 
to find out bow much was needed in sev- 
eral of the Democratic conntiea. The 
stranger to whom he talked chanced to 

he a Democrat and he reported the facts. 
• • • 

I>eaving out of consideration the elTects 
of a liberal use of money by the Republi- 
cans, it is easy to see why the Democrats 
think Mr. Williams will surely be elect- 
ed. If an estimate were based on tbe 
vote cast last year, it would be unneces- 
sary to go into details to show why he 
should win, for the distriet gave Mr. 
Shackleford, the Democratic candidate 
for Clerk of tbe Court of Appeals, a plur- 
ality of 606. 

Rut taking the vote of isiMi, when Mc- 
Kinley and Pugb carried the district by 
about 426 plurality, it is still easy to 
show that Mr. Williams has the best of 
tbe present situation. A reliable and 
generally accepted estimate of the gold 
Democratic strength in the Ninth dis- 
trict during the 1896 election is 850 or 
900. Of this number, about 3o0 voted for 
Palmer and Buckner. The others— about 
600 —went for McKinlev and Pugh. Such 
gold Democratic leaders in the district 
as tbe Hon. Max Swinford, of Harrison 
County, say their talira with members of 
their former oi t;aiii/:ation convince them 
that about half tbe gold Democrats will 
not vote, and that the remaining half 
will h9 about equally divided between 
Williams and Pugh. This means that 
260of the 500 who supported Pugh before 
priUll opt vota this year, thus taking that 
ndB&tfir in^ his majority of 425, and 
leaving it 176. Then 126 of the remain- 
ing 250 will vote for Williams. As each 
change from Pugh to Williams means 
a difference of two in the majority, it 
would wipe out Pugh's majority and 
leave a majority of about 75 on the Dem- 
ocratic side. In BoydGounty, two years 
a'^o, two preoincta, with an aggregate 
Democratic majority of 20O, were thrown 
out by the Republican County Returning 
Board. I nder the Uoehel election sys- 
tem that could not happen, as all the 
county returning boards are Democratic. 
Therefore, on the basis of ISOfi, the Dem- 
ocratic majority would he 27 ), not includ- 
ing the disaiftjctioQ which has sprung up 
in Mr. Pugh's own ranks since then. 
The disafleclion is not as considerable as 
some suppose, yet a few hundred votes 
count for a great deal in a close and 
normiiUy Democratic dirJtrict like this. 

lu \s.H) Mr. Pugh had tbe advantage of 
the organization and money oaed to elect 
McKiuley. Tlie Democrats bad no 
money, but a fine organization. This 
year they have neither. If the Republi- 
cans use a good deal of money they will 
have just that much advantage, in addi- 
tion to a better organization, which, how- 
ever, ia none too good of itself. 

Down in the Democratic, or western 
end of the district bar<lly a hand or voice 
has been lifted by either side. This is 
ptrtially dna to Mr. Pugh's, or rather

Fba.n'kfobt, Ky., November 4.— Gov- 
ernor Bradley issued the following proc- 
lamation this afternoon in reference to 
the unveiling of tbe Kentucky monu- 
ment at Ohiolnmaaga Fait on Novem- 
ber 25th :

Love and reverence for tbe dead, respect 
and admiration for the living alike de- 
mand that this dedication, in point of 
numbers, respectability and fervid pa- 
triotism should be such as will be credit- 
aMa to the State, draw its people more 
closely together in the bonds of lirotherly 
love and prove an inspiration to future 
generations.

BOfiN AT MAVSLICK. 



C U. Sommers, Chief Electrician of tlie 
Wetteni Uoief. Expires SadlMly 
ii Saa Fraieiaea. 

San Fkancisco, Nov. 3.— 0. H. Sum- 
mers, chief electrician of tbe Western 
Un{<m Telegragh Company, was suddenly 
seized with heart failure at a late hour 
last night whilo walking with a friend. 
He wiia ckrrfed tb »0 CFrirren atreet, 
where he expireil a few momenta later. 
Mr. Summers was well known throughout 
tbe country and was on the coast on a 
trip, combining business with pleasure. 

Chas. H. Summers was a native of 
Kentucky. He witared the telegraph 
service in 1S54 as an operator on the old 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati and Louisville tele- 
graph line, being built over the highway 
from Pittsburg to Louisville. After this 
line was consolidated with the Western 
Union Telegraph Company he worked at 
different point* as an operator and in 
1859 while working at Indianapolis was 
ofieredand accepted a good position on 
tbe railroad lines. Indianapolis was bis 
beadqoartera until 1867, when he was 
ma<!e Superintendent of telegraph ol the 
Indianapolis, Cincinnati and Lafayette 
railroad telegraph linea and located at 
Cincinnati. In 1869 he was called to 
Chicago as chief electrician of the West- 
ern division of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company by Gen. Anson Stager. 
He has been in the service of this com- 
pany as electrician ever since. 

Long experience with tbe telegraph 
company had made Mr. Summers a Teri* 
table telegraph encyclopeilia. He had 
traveled over and inspected tbe tele- 
graph company's linea so often that he 
carried a map of the great sytsem of lines 
and ofiices in bis mind and this familiarity 
enabled him to decide at once upon all 
matters referred to bis department. Mr. 
Summers had some rare experience in 
the line of duty. He waa once blown up 
on a steamboat on the Ohio river, cap- 
tured by the Confederates, shot by the 
Mexicans on the Texas border, blown up 
in an underground manhole in the streets 
of Chicago, but to the end he kept at- 
tending to business as usu il. Mr. Sum- 
mers had a large acquaintance among 
the prominent men of the oonntry as 
well as with the craft and was perfectly 
at home in any part of tbe Western 
country. In addition to his electrical 
duties he was a man of unerring judg- 
ment in all matters connected with his 
business and was very much endeared to 
all oflScera of the Waatarn Union Com* 
pany. ' 



Mr. Summers was born in Mayslick 
and was a nephew of the late Jaaper M 
Uixson, of this city. He leaves 
ber of relatives in this city and 
Deceased laaidad in MayaviUe 
time.

stead for the money which they drew out. 
Other banks, of course, objected to this 
procedure and the matter was submitted 
to the Attorney General for an opinion. 

In accordance with the latter, deposit- 
ors of banks can draw out money without 
affixing a stamp to a check and instead 
therafor gi^e receipti. 

Tfaia, however, holds good only where 
the depositors themselves withdraw the 
money. Others who present checks for 
payment must afBx a stamp thereto as 
oraal.
